British boots and shoes were imported into the United: States: in 
increasing quantities during 1911, the public in 

Boots and Shoes. many instances showing a preference for British 
lasts. 

The following is an extract from a local paper regarding the proposed 
abolition of the customs tariff on boots and shoes :— 

“The Lynn Shoe Manufacturers’ Association adopted a resolution 
against the removal of the tariff on shoes at its annual meeting in 
Lynn. An exhibit. of English-made shoes was introduced, and it 
was claimed that the English product was of such a standard 
of style, quality and workmanship as to be a serious, competitor in an 
open market.” 

Trade journals state that there will probably be an increase in the 
price of boots and shoes this sammer owing to the increase in the 
price of hides, and it is expected that shoes made of white buck 
leather and tan leather will be much worn. 

A national shoe and leather week will be held in Boston from 
10th to 17th July, under the joint auspices of the New England 
Shoe and Leather Association, and the 20 or more allied trade 
organisations of New England.

There is a market for Scotch and English tweeds of the best quality 
in spite of the almost prohibitive duty, and for 


snes a nad tweed caps and hats and gloves, these articles 
prom ; ealery ’ frequently being displayed in shop windows 
Meccan labelled “ English made.” Hosiery of medium 
oh Chien weight and of good quality would probably find a 


ready market. The underwear worn locally is 
manufactured to a large extent from cotton, and is not suitable to the 
rather rigorous climate of New England. 

Felt hats and overcoats, said to be of British make, are retailed in 
all the high-class drapery stores in considerable quantities. The price 
for a medium good overcoat is from £8 to £10, and 14s. to £2 is 
frequently paid for felt and silk hats. ‘These prices would, it is said, 
leave a margin of profit for British goods in spite of the high tariff. 
British curtain fabrics and chintzes are in considerable demand, and 
seem to find a ready market in the United States. 


Owing to the failure of the potato crop large quantities of potatoes 

have been imported from the United Kingdom,

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Sao Paulo (Mr, D. R. O’Sullivan-Beare) on the trade of the State of 
Sao Paulo in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


In order to facilitate communication between the various cities 
and towns of the interior, a law has recently been 

Motor Cars. passed by the State with reference to the repair 
and upkeep of existing roads. According to the 

law in question, concessions will be granted securing to the con- 
cessionaires, during a period of 30 years, the sole right of carrying 
goods and passengers, by means of motor cars, over existing State 
roads, upon condition that the concessionaires rebuild the roads, which 
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must be 6 metres wide, and maintain them in a condition suitable 
for motor and wheeled traffic during the term of the concession. 

The motor trade has already attained important dimensions in Sao 
Paulo. The law referred to above will assuredly give considerable 
impetus to the trade in question. The following table shows the 
number and value of motor vehicles imported into Sio Paulo during 
the past five years :—

American manufacturers have been 
quick to perceive and to take advantage of such demand. They have 
put upon the market a 20 horse-power car, to seat two and four 
persons, which is sold for between £230 and £280. There is a 
large and steadily increasing sale in Séo Paulo for motor cars of the 
type in question.

: engines, being taken by Germany. Small gas 

engines are now found in all parts of the country, as the Japanese 
are gradually beginning to appreciate their advantages. There are 
several kinds of Japanese engines on the market, but althongh they 
are cheap they are not economical. 













An item of some interest in the import figures is the increase in 
the importation of ice-making machines, 
brought about by the boom in trawling, 
which also accounts for the purchase of several trawling vessels, nets 
and twine. 





Ice-making Machines. 





It isa matter of regret to see that there is no great increase in fire 
engines. In a country like Japan where houses 
are largely constructed of wood and paper, and 
fires occur with alarming frequency, it is surprismg 
that the fire fighting appliances are so inefficient... Japanese firemen 
are good, but their difficulties are great, for their water supply is 
often deficient and their engines are neither powerful nor numerous 
enough. While dealing with the subject of fires it may be of some 
interest to note that sprinklers so far have not come into much use 
except in cotton mills. Even there it seems to be thought that the 
fact that the sprinklers have been installed is sufficient and that 
no further attention is required. 





Fire Engines and 
Appliances. 











The fertiliser business in Japan is one of great importance, the value 
of the imports last year amounting to £5,248,700, 

Fertilisers. or over 10 per cent. of the total value of imports. 

The increase over 1910 amounted to no less than 
£1,379,300, which was more than the gain made by any other group 
of imported articles. 

The advancé in sulphate of ammonia was large, being £155,300, but 
it was far surpassed by the very big increase in bean cake of £849,600, 
viz. from £1,735,400 to £2,585,000, this latter figure being the record 
up tothe present. There were also considerable gains in phosphate rock 
(£155,000), nitrate of soda (£135,900), rape seed and cotton-seed 
cake, fish cake and fish guano; while the only items to show 
decreases were dried blood, animal bones and superphosphates. 

The figures for nitrate of soda show a very large inerease. It 
is thought by experts that there is bound to be a continued in- 
crease in the imports of nitrogenous materials in the future, as not 
only are the home. supplies not expanding at the same pace as the 
demand, but some of them, notably those obtamed from rape seed and 
fish, are actually decreasing. Both sulphate of ammonia and nitrate 
of soda are likely to share in this increase.

The imports of toilet soap fell from £35,900 in 1910 to £35,000 in 
exp, Detteum 1911, while washing soap on the other hand 
be ‘ Materials increased from £53,500 to £56,500. Im the case 

i Ren of toilet soap the United Kingdom leads the way 

Manuf ois with £12,000, followed by Germany and the 

* United States; but with regard to washing soap 

France and the United States are far ahead, France sending soap to 

the value of £20,000, and the United States £23,000. France also 

disposes of toilet waters, perfumes, &c. to Japan’ to the extent of 
£41,000. 

Great progress has been made with the soap works of the British 
company established near Kobe, and probably whem they have started 
producing, the imports of foreign soaps will fall off. ltis to be hoped, 
however, that what is lost in one direction will be gained in a large 
increase in the imports of the various raw materials and chemicals 
required im soap manufacture.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee to the Board of Trade on 
Commercial Intelligence was held at 7, Whitehall Gardens, on 23rd 
May. Sir H. Llewellyn Smith presided, and there were also present, 
Sir F. Forbes Adam, Sir A. E. Bateman, Sir Hugh Bell, Mr. F. 
Brittain, Mr. H. Brock, Mr. T. Craig-Brown, Mr. C. A. Harris 
(Colonial Office), Sir T. W. Holderness (India Office), Sir H. W. Just 
(Colonial Office), Mr. A. Law (Foreign Office), Mr. E. Parkes, M.P., 
Sir A. Spicer, Mr. G. J. Stanley, Mr. T. Worthington and Mr. Percy 
Ashley (Secretary ). 

Amongst the matters considered were the collection now being 
made of samples of certain classes of foreign goods competing with 
British manufactures in the Self-Governing Dominions, the work of 
the special mission now enquiring into British trade with Central 
America, and the question of British participation in the proposed 
International Exhibition at San Francisco. 
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REGISTRATION OF TRADE MARKS IN BOLIVIA. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at La Paz (Mr. A. A. Adams) on the trade of Bolivia in 1911, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

A project to amend the law relating to the registration of trade- 
marks was submitted to Congress by the Executive, but its 
consideration was postponed to the next session in 1912. This 
projected law, copies and translations of which may be seen by 
British firms at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.), should receive the study 
of British merchants doing business with Bolivia in goods bearing 
trade-marks. 

Under the present law, unless the mark is registered in Bolivia, 
much trouble and expense may be caused. 

Merchants wishing to register their trade-marks in Bolivia may 
send the necessary documents, together with a power of attorney, to 
the British Legation at La Paz, when they will be handed to the 
lawyer who usually transacts such business. Under the law at 
present in force a remittance of £10 will cover the costs of 
registration, the Government fees for 10 years in advance, and the 
lawyer’s expenses. ‘The proposed law, should it pass, provides for an 
increase of the Government annual fees, but does not otherwise 
disturb registrations made under the present law. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Uganda Protectorate——The following information has been taken 
from the report by Mr. G. D. Smith, Treasurer and Chief of Customs 
at Entebbe, on the trade of the Uganda Protectorate during the year 
ended 3lst March, 1911 :— 

The chief increases in the imports from the United Kingdom 
during the year were in agricultural implements, apparel, bags and 
sacks, bicycles, brass and copper ware, corrugated iron, stationery 
and cotton goods. The chief increases in imports from foreign 
countries were in wines, tobacco, sugar, agricultural implements, and 
unbleached calico, locally known as “ Americani.” 

In most cases the better class of all goods came from the United 
Kingdom and the cheaper qualities from foreign countries. The 
chief exception is “ Americani,” in which article the United States 
has 95 per cent. of the trade. Another article of which there is a 
large import into the Protectorate is hoes, which are imported from 
the United Kingdom and Germany. They are sold retail at Entebbe 
at 4d. each. Those of British make are preferred by the natives, as 
they are heavier and stronger. A large proportion of the lamps 
imported comes from foreign countries. The chief kinds used are 
hurricane lamps, sold retail at Entebbe from 4s. to 12s., and very 
cheap table lamps, sold at from Is. 4d. to 2s. 

Towards the end of the year a list of the chief articles imported 
into Uganda was forwarded to the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, and it was intimated that the Treasurer of the 
Protectorate would file catalogues for reference (see ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 23rd March. 1911, p. 597). The interest shown was 
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considerable; many catalogues and requests for information have 

been received, and it is anticipated that good results will follow. 
Catalogues should be addressed to the Treasurer, Entebbe, Uganda.

Japan.—The following information is from the report by H.M. 
Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) on the trade of 
Japan in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

The year has been remarkable for two reasons—firstly, that the 
new and largely increased import tariff cdme into force in July, thus 
causing a large influx of anticipatory imports in the earlier part of 
the year; and secondly, that the revolution in China caused a serious 
disturbance in trade between the two countries and materially reduced 
the exports. Under the circumstances the wonder is not that the 
effect of these two causes was so great, but that it was not greater. 

Apart from the questions of the tariff and China the year has passed 
quietly without many incidents which are worthy of record. A great 
many banks and companies availed themselves of the easy conditions 
of the money market and called up money on shares and floated 
debentures, and there was a certain amount of activity in the industrial 
world. According to the Bank of Japan, the total sum subscribed on 
aecount of various undertakings which came. into existence in 1911 
amounted to £24,500,000 after making the necessary deductions on 
account of enterprises which were dissolved or had their capital re- 
duced, and the sum-actually paid up aggregated £10,500,000. With 
two exceptions these are the highest figures on record, so that it will 
be seen that the country is gradually recovering from the bad years 
it has passed through since the great boom. There was a serious 
storm and a tidal wave in July, which caused a great deal of destruction 
im some localities, while another severe typhoon in August did im- 
mense damage to the sugar industry in Formosa. Fortunately, 
however, the chief agricultural crops, namely, rice, wheat. and barley, 
were not only better than in the previous year, but also showed an 
increase over the average. Nevertheless the price of rice has been 
very high. In July, before the future of the crop could be assured, 
rice touched 20 yen per koku (about 8s. per bushel), which is the 
highest price on record; but even after the crop was successfully 
harvested, and well on into 1912, the price of rice kept so consistently 
high that the problem has become a serious one, for, as is well known, 
rice ig the bread of Japan and reguiates the cost. of labour. 

As regards Corea, the bestowal of pension bonds after the annexation 
and the money circulated by the payments for various large public 
works have increased the purchasing power of the public, while the 
feeling of security has induced. many to produce their hoarded savings. 
The result is that there has been a conspicuous increase in imports, 
and a promising market is developing for those who care to study it. 
The decrease in exports is said: to be due to the fact that the farmers, 
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not being so hard up for ready cash as in the past, have not been 
compelled to sell their rice and beans, and are holding their stocks in 
anticipation of a rise in the market. Rice and beans, it should be 
mentioned, account for more than 55 per cent. of Corea’s exports. 

In Formosa the situation is very promising. Sugar, of course, is 
now by far the most important industry of the island. ‘The exports 
of sugar to Japan and China represent £3,800,000 out of a total 
export of £6,600,000, and the import of sugar machinery is no less 
than £430,000, which is a larger amount than is credited to any other 
item on the import list. The business in Oolong tea has also been 
very good. 

Taken altogether there seems no reason to be pessimistic about 
future prospects. It is probable, nay certain, that with the enforce- 
ment ot the higher rates of duties certain classes of business will die 
out, but in their place others of equal if not greater importance will 
arise. It will perhaps be necessary to work harder and to be satisfied 
with a smaller percentage of profit than in the past, and business will 
have to be searched for and the peculiar conditions of the market 
studied. Jf possible it 1s highly advisable that.a manufactwrer who 
hopes tv do a large business with Japan should pay a visit to the country. 
Thanks to the Siberian Railway the trip need be neither long nor ex- 
pensive. Several manufacturers who have adopted this course bave 
stated that the results have been most satisfactory. ‘The firms in 
Japan who act as agents are generally most efficient, but as in many 
cases they do business in a large number of articles they cannot be 
expected to be absolutely conversant with all the details pertaining to 
the various goods which they sell. Jt is to the advantage of the 
agents, therefore, as well as to the maker of the goods, that a pertodical 
visit should. be paid by an expert who can explain matters to the firm's 
customers and listen to their suggestions and complaints.

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The principal articles imported for home consumption in order of 
value were unbleached calico, locally known as “ Americani,” bleached 
calico and other cotton goods, provisions, hardware, apparel, agricul- 
tural implements, spirits, bags and sacks, stationery, bicycles, corru- 
gated iron, flour, kerosene oil, sugar, brass and copper ware, and 
wines. 

The increase in imports is largely due to cotton goods of all 
descriptions, but chiefly to fancy cloths of the cheaper kinds, locally 
known as Kangas, Vikoi, Vitambi, &c. There is also a large impor- 
tation of cheap cotton blankets. The imports of apparel also,increased, 
the principal items being fez caps, undervests, shirts, and second-hand 
clothes (coats and waistcoats). Bags and sacks rose from £3,258 to 
£8,263; they are used principally for packing cotton and other 
produce for export, and the increase is due to the expansion of the 
trade in these articles. ‘The increase in agricultural implements is 
largely accounted for by hoes, owing to the increased demand for these 
articles on account of the extended areas under cultivation. Corru- 
gated iron shows an increase of £2,800. <A large number of weighing 
machines and sewing machines were imported. The heavier kinds 
of machinery imported were a large saw-mill plant and additional 
machinery for cotton ginning. There was a satisfactory increase in 
bicycles, which are now extensively used by the natives. A decrease 
in the value of wheeled vehicles arose from fewer motor vans having 
been imported. As the present road construction and improvement 
scheme develops, motor transport will doubtless become more 
general. ‘here was an increase in the number of rickshaws and 
transport wagons imported. 

The exports of cotton, cotton seed, cotton seed oil, ground nuts, 
and ghee, were the biggest on record. ‘The only important decreases 
during the year were in goat skins, sesame, and rubber. The 
increase in exports is mainly due to cotton. The approximate 
quantity of lint cotton exported during the year was 2,470 tons, an 
increase of 1,312 tons over the preceding year. ‘lhe total quantity 
of cotton seed exported was about 3,280 tons. 

There was a glecrease in wild rubber owing to the trees being 
rested for several months towards the end of the year. The first 
export of plantation rubber was made during the year under 
review ; it was of the Ceara variety, and was tapped from trees about 
three years old, and fetched 8s. a lb., with best Para rubber at 8s. 10d. 
to 9s. The Ceara variety of rubber is being largely planted and shows 
every sign of being successful. Sesame oil shows a small increase ; 
it goes to the East Africa Protectorate, and there is also a large 
sale for it in Uganda. It is understood that the trade in this 
article is capable of considerable development, as the quality of the 
seed grown in the Eastern Province is above the average.

The modifications include (1) the fitting of an upper pan 
in the tipping scoop; (2) cams mounted on a revolving cylinder governing 
the action of the slide which controls the main feed.

EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS. 
General Conditions of Tender and Stores Regulations. 


With reference to the notice on p. 176 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 25th April last, relative to the election by British firms 
of domicile at the British Consulate at Cairo for Egyptian Govern- 
ment contracts, it is notified that H.M. Agent and Consul-General 
at Cairo has forwarded a copy of the revised edition of the stores 
regulations issued by the Egyptian Government, which are applicable 
with one or two unimportant exceptions to all Government Depart- 
ments in Egypt. These regulations, which came into force on 
lst January last, contain the following general conditions of tender :— 

1.—Tenders must be submitted on the form supplied by the 
Administration and in sealed envelopes with the object of the tender 
indicated thereon. 

I1.—The tenderer must be a person residing in Egypt, or must 
have a representative in Hgypt, and will give in his offer an address 
at which notices may be served upon him. All notices shall be 
deemed to be validly served which are left at such address or are sent 
there by registered post, and every letter sent by registered post shall 
be deemed to have arrived in due course of post unless the contrary is 
shown. 

Every tender submitted in the name of an incorporated company 
must be accompanied by authenticated copies of the documents 
defining the constitution of the company. Every tender submitted 
in the name of a private firm or partnership must be accompanied by 
such extracts, duly authenticated, from the partnership deed as shall 
suffice to show what persons are authorised to enter into contracts on 
behalf of the firm or partnership, and what persons are responsible for 
the due execution of such contracts and can give valid receipts on 
behalf of the firm or partnership. 

I{l.—EKach tender must be accompanied by a provisional deposit of 
2 per cent. of the total value of the offer in money. Post Office 
Orders or cheques on local banks will be accepted, but not cheques on 
banks abroad.” : 

The provisional deposit may be replaced by a letter of guarantee 
from an approved bank in Egypt to the effect that the bank will 
hoid at the disposal of the Government a sum equivalent to 10 per 
cent. of the total value of the contract in the event of the tenderer 
obtaining the same. 

Letters of guarantee from banks abroad may also be accepted,. 
but in that case the Administration may require the endorsement 
of such letters of guarantee by an approved bank in Egypt. 

IV.—Within ten days after the acceptance of the tender a sum 
equal to 10 per cent. of the total value of the contract will he 
deposited by the successful tenderer as security for the due execution 
thereof. This deposit must be either in cash (on which no interest 
will be allowed) or in Egyptian Government or other approved 
securities, calculated at market value with a margin of 5 per cent. 
Cash may be paid to the contracting Department or to the Ministry 
of Finance. Securities will be deposited with the Ministry of 
Finance, in Cairo, or with the National Bank of Egypt, in 
Alexandria or in London, for the account of the Government.

The coupons maturing on these securities may be detached by the 
contractor. The deposit will be retained until the contract has 
been duly carried out to the satisfaction of the Government. 

In the case of unsuccessful tenderers, their provisional deposit, if 
made in cash, will be returned to them; letters of guarantee will be 
returned to the bank which issued them, simultaneous notice being 
sent to the tenderers that this has been done. 

Contractors may effect a permanent deposit in cash or securities 
with the Ministry of Finance, in Cairo, on which certificates for 
provisional deposits may be granted to accompany their tenders, and 
also certificates for final deposit of 10 per cent. on value of contract 
accepted. 

V.—Should the successful tenderer not make the deposit as 
required by Article IV, the acceptance of his tender will be withdrawn 
and any deposit he may have made under Article III will be forfeited. 

VI.—The Government is not bound to accept the lowest or any 
tender, and may divide the order. 

VII.— Unless all the foregoing conditions are complied with by the 
tenderer, the tender will not be considered.

SILK AND RIBBON INDUSTRIES OF LYONS 
AND ST. ETIENNE. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Lyons (Mr. E. R. E. Vicars) on the trade of that district in 1911, 
‘which will shortly be issued :-— 

The table given below showing the value of the production of the 
various kinds of silk goods in Lyons in 1910 and 1911, as estimated 
by the Chamber of Commerce and the “Chambres Syndicales”’ of 
manufacturers and buyers, indicates plainly the unsatisfactory state of 
the industry during the past year, to which the decline in the 
conditioning returns, the consumption of silk in France, and the 
exports of French manufactured silk goods all pointed. 

Decreases are to be noted under almost every heading except those 
-of figured tissues of pure silk which show an insignificant rise, and 
various trimmings and artificial silk goods, which, as was to be 
expected, had a much larger production in 1911 than in any previous 
year. The heaviest falls were in gauzes, crépes de chine, &., and 
tulles and lace, but tissues of plain silk, both pure and mixed, also 
declined considerably. Velvets, though produced in diminished 
quantity, almost succeeded in holding their own in point of value.

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PETROLEUM IN BOLIVIA. 


The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Sucre (Mr. E. F. Moore) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

As a consequence of the most extensive surveys, hitherto made by 
experts, of the petroliferous formation occurring in the south-eastern 
frontier of Bolivia, the keenest interest has been displayed in the year 
1911 in acquiring mining rights in that region with a view to its 
exploitation. 

The existence of oil has long been proved by various filtrations, but 
more recently these have been found to occur with regular continuity 
along a belt of country extending from north-west to south-east, a 
distance of over 150 miles, down to the Argentine boundary at 
Yacuiva. ‘lhus the petroliferous zone extends diagonally, traversing the 
eastern provinces of Santa Cruz, Sucre and Tarija, between parallels 
of 63° to 64° W. longitude and 19° to 22° S. latitude. South of 22° 
it is thought most certain that the zone continues far into the 
Argentine Republic to Tartogal, Aguaray and Comodoro Rivadavia. 
As no borings have been made as yet, it is difficult to judge with any 
accuracy the thickness of the overlying strata, but it is calculated to 
be from 160 to 660 ft. in various parts. 

Some qualitative analyses of the oil found have given an extremely 
high percentage of lubricating substances, but these tests must of 
necessity be inconclusive. 

About 160,000 acres have been taken up in holdings, embracing 
altogether about 230 square miles of ground in the oil-bearing region. 
The Incahuasi Petroleum Syndicate are the largest owners with 
136,000 acres, and the Sindicato de Petroleo owns 25,000 acres. 
All the other properties are comparatively small. 

A law was sanctioned at the end of the year 1911 exempting the 
holders of mining rights for the production of petroleum, peat, coal, 
lignite, naphtha and sulphur from the annual fiscal tax of 50 ce. 
per hectare for the term of five years, to commence from January 1, 
1912. The sum of 165,000 bols. (about £13,000) thus saved from 
the initial expenses will be invested by the owners of these extensive 
areas in their first borings. 

Offers for the purchase or financing of these properties have 
already been made by representatives of British and Argentine com- 
panies. As the projected Yacuiva-Santa Cruz Railway must cut 
through the centre of the oil-bearing region, the difficulties of trans- 
port, which so far back as the year 1868 put a serious obstacle to the 
development of this industry, will be obviated in the near future. 

The production of oil would be of inestimable advantage to a 
country like Bolivia where no coal measures of any importance are 
as yet known to exist. Besides adding to the wealth of the country 
as an exportable commodity, it would supply a great need; the 
necessities of the rapidly expanding railway system, the mining and 
various other minor industries have to be met, and the use of liquid 
fuel at a cheap rate would do this. Coal on the railways having 
communication with the Pacific coast costs about £8 per ton, but in 
the mines of Potosi it cannot be obtained for less than £14 or £15 per 
ton. The cost of wood fuel in Potosi is £6; charcoal £7 10s.; 
yareta (a vegetable production inferior to peat) and ucha (the dried 
dung of llamas), £1 6s. per ton. 
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RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IN BOLIVIA. 


Adverting to the notice on p. 135 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 19th October, 1911, relative to the progress of railway construction 
in Bolivia, the following information on the subject is taken from the 
report by the British Vice-Consul at La Paz (Mr. A. A. Adams) on 
the trade of Bolivia in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Arica-La Paz Railway.—The third entrance to Bolivia from the 
Pacific—the Arica-La Paz Railway—is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. ‘This line is being built by British contractors for the Chilian 
Government, which undertook to construct a railway to connect the 
city of La Paz with the port of Arica by the terms of the Treaty of 
Peace and Friendship of 14th August, 1905, between the two countries. 
The total contract price was £2,450,000, but this was after certain 
allowances had been made for work done by previous contractors, 
so the cost may be put at approximately £3,000,000. 

The length of the line will be about 425 kiloms. (264 miles), and 
of this there have been completed to the end of 1911 about 380 kiloms. 
(236 miles). The opening of traffic will probably take place in 
August or September of this year, and as the port of Arica is one of 
the best ports on the South Pacific coast and compares to very great 
advantage with Mollendo, the port of the Southern Railway of Peru, 
and with Antofagasta, the port of the Antofagasta and Bolivia 
Railway Company, both of which are merely open roadsteads, it may 
be expected that the Arica-La Paz line will compete severely with 
both these present routes to Bolivia, an additional advantage in its 
favour being the comparatively short haul. The only disadvantage 
of this route will be the 40 kiloms. (25 miles) of “rack road,” which 
may prove a difficulty and an extra expense in operation, detracting 
to some extent from the above advantages. 

Madeira—Mamoré Railway—The Brazilian section of this line to 
Guajaramerim will be completed by the end of June, 1912. The 
concession for the Bolivian section from Guajaramerim to Riberalta 
was granted in November, 1911. This concession is dependent upon 
a change in the Treaty of Petropolis between Brazil and Bolivia, in 
regard to the building of a bridge by Brazil across the River Mamoré 
at Guajaramerim. 

The line is to be completed within two years from the date of the 
completion of the bridge. The probable length of this line in Bolivian 
territory is about 100 kiloms. (62 miles), and as the cost will be in 
the region of £8,000 per kilom., the capital expended will ke £800,000, 
thus making the yearly Government guarantee the sum of £40,000. 
As the railway runs through the heart of the rubber-exporting district, 
it is considered unlikely that the Bolivian Government will be called 
upon to pay any part of the guarantee. 

The Madeira-Mamoré Railway Company further propose to place 
steamers on practically all the navigable rivers of the eastern portion 
of Bolivia during the year 1912, to be run in connection with the 
railway. 

Cochabamba-Chimoré Railway.—The concession for this line has been 
granted to a Bolivian gentleman. The last alteration in the con- 
cession was made during the last few days of the Congressional 
session in November, 1911. The line will be about 240 kiloms.. 
(150 miles) long, and the estimated cost is placed at £600,000. It 
seems probable that construction work will be begun on this line 
as soon as the Bolivia Railway Company have completed their line: 
from Oruro to Cochabamba. 
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PROPOSED TARIFF COMMISSION IN ARGENTINA. 


With reference to the notice which appeared at p. 627 of the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” for the 21st March respecting a Bill for 
the appointment of a Permanent Commission to formulate proposals 
for the revision of the Argentine Customs and Valuation Tariffs, the 
Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
information to the effect that the Bill in question may be passed by 
the Senate during the present Session. In that event it may beanti- 
cipated that the Commission will shortly proceed to frame definite 
proposals, and British exporters to the Argentine would be well 
advised to communicate with their agents in that country in order 
that timely representations may, if necessary, be made to the Com- 
mission as regards either the present valuations or any new valuations 


that may be suggested by that body.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


It is stated in the Annual Report for 1911 of the Durban Chamber 
of Commerce that the Natal Sugar Industry 
Sugar Industry. showed considerable progress during that year. 
Owing partly to the erection of new and improved 
machinery by a number of mills and partly to a greatly increased 
acreage, the crops yielded 92,000 tons of sugar, as compared with 
82,000 tons in the previous year. These figures compared with 
63,000 tons in 1909, 51,000 tons in 1908, and 35,000 tons in 1907, 
give a good idea of the steady growth of this industry. It is 
expected that the 1912 crop will produce 112,000 tons, an amount 
nearly sufficient to supply all the requirements of South Africa. 





RUSSIA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 258 of the “Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2nd May relative to the condition of 
Crop Conditions. the winter crops in South Russia, H.M. Consul- 
General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith), has furnished 
an extract from the St. Petersburg ‘Commercial and Industrial 

Gazette” of 16th May, which states that on 8th May the crops were 
reported as unsatisfactory in large regions in the Odessa district, but 
were good and satisfactory in the rest of European Russia. A severe 
frost followed which, it is feared, has done mischief that cannot yet be 
estimated, though it is hoped that the general condition remains 
satisfactory. The spring grain is very backward, and a great deal has 
not yet germinated. It is declared good in parts of Bessarabia, Kher- 
son, Taurida, Ekaterinoslav and Poltava, but in other places it is 
decidedly unsatisfactory. Warm rains would be of the greatest 
benefit, and might improve the whole situation. (F1,734.) 

H.M. Consul at Moscow (Mr. H. M. Grove) reports, under date 
9th May, that the crops in the provinces of Orel, Kaluga, Tula, 

Riazan, Tambov, Penza, Saratov, Samara, Orenburg, Minsk, Moghilev 
and Smolensk wintered without injury. The soil was sufficiently 
moistened and the conditions were pronounced satisfactory. The cold 
and frost at the beginning of April kept the crops back, however, and 
in a few places inflicted some damage. ) 

' As regards the spring crops, although in many places ploughing 
and sowing was commenced earlier than usual, still in consequence of 
the April frosts these preparations had not been completed by the end 
of the first week in May. Owing to the recent frost, sunflower and 
flax in many places have suffered considerably ; still, on the whole, 
the total result may be called satisfactory. Winter crops, especially 
rye, are pronounced good in the Tambov, Riazan, Samara and’ 
Saratov Governments, but unsatisfactory in parts of the Kaluga and 
Smolensk Governments. (11,716.) _

There exist at the present time no data upon which 
to base a reliable calculation as to the size of the coming coffee crop 
in this State. One important. fact, however, must be borne in mind 
in this connection, namely, that during the month of August -last 
year the coffee districts throughout the State were subjected to the 
very unusual experience of a spell of sharp frost. It is the opinion 
of experienced planters at Sio Paulo that the result of such visitation 
is to diminish, in marked degree, the productive power of the coffee 
shrubs not only during the season immediately following upon the 
frost, but during the next following season also. The general opinion 


held in Séo Paulo is that the coming crop will not greatly exceed 
9,000,000 bags.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
The following information is from the report by H.M: Consul- 
General at Boston (Mr, F. P. Leay) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly’ be issued :-— 


There seems to be a distinct awakening in recent years to the fact 
that fire losses in American cities are far higher 
Fire Losses. than they should be. It has been shown that 
while the per capita fire losses of six European 
countries were 33 cents. (1s. 44d.), that of the United States was 
nearly 3 dols. (12s.). Perhaps the greatest cause of this excessive fire 
loss.is the prevailing custom of building the suburbs of most American 
cities in the cheapest and flimsiest style.of wooden. frame construc- 
tion, covered with tarred paper and wooden shingles, which are 
veritable bonfires when once ignited. , 
Another reason, according to the Secretary of the National Fire 
Protection Association, who spoke recently in Boston, is the poor 
quality of fire hose supplied by certain manufacturers. He siated 
that the quality had materially deteriorated during the past 10 or 20 
years, and remarked that there was no excuse for making such 
inferior quality. , 
Strange though it may seem, it is stated on good authority that 
many fires are started by the combustion of “‘asbestos” packing for 
furnace pipes, &c. This material is, of course, spurious, being made 
of coarse hair with-a dash of -asbestes hquid-to give-at the appearance 
of the genuine article. 
Again, many of the so-called fireproof city buildings are fireproof 
as regards the shell of the building only, but since the interior is 
inflammable they become absolute furnaces when a fire is started.

One of the most striking features in connection with the progress of 
iitne te Sao Paulo within recent years has been the great 
Sao Paul development of industries of various kinds 
— throughout the State. Twenty years ago there 
were practically no industries of any kind in the State; at present 
there exist over 300 important factories, representing a total capital of 
some £10,000,000, with a combined output valued at £12,000,000 
annually, and affording employment for over 30,000 workpeople. 
The following table, the figures for which have been obtained from 
the Director of Industry and Commerce, gives some particulars of 
the principal industries in the State of Séo Paulo :—

Of the industries above mentioned the greater number are situated 
in the capital, with the exception of cotton factories, of which several 
of the most important are established in various cities of the interior, 
and sugar factories, all of which are situated in the interior of the 
State.

for the first volume, 3s. 3d, for the second volume, and 3s. ld. for the 
coppement. This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal. ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. - 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Notr.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below). :

In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received applications for 
decisions as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect

(c) Not part of a mechanical engineering establishment and 
engaged wholly or mainly in manufactures for use other than in 
connection with the products of a mechanical engineering 
establishment. 

71. Persons employed in an electrical engineering establishment 
in making under frames, trucks and steel wagons. 

72. Persons employed in the manufacture of textile machinery. 

73. Persons employed in the manufacture of weighing machines. 

74, Silk room employees, male and female, engaged in sewing 
and making up silk used in connection with flour milling machinery. 

73. Persons employed in connection with a mechanical engineering 
establishment : 

(a) Locomotive enginemen, firemen, guards and shunters 
and platelayers on railway siding. 

(b} Persons employed in the lens and mirror department. 

(c) Persons employed in printing department (letterpress 
printers, &c.), and in the photographic department. 

(d) Persons employed in manufacture of emery and other 
grinding wheels. : 

(ec) Warehousemen and packers. 

(f) Knife makers (knives used with presses in boot and 
shoe trade), Tack makers, last and form makers (grind up 
Jasts and forms used in shoe trade). Operators who travel from 
factory to factory and keep machiner7 in condition. 

76. Persons employed in tne makin; of and fitting up of all 
kinds of cast iron cooking apparatus, coal and coke stoves anil 
grates, gas stoves for cooking and heating and other gas appliances, 

77. Whitesmiths described as men who do a wide range of work 
from fitting a key to a lock to making a finial or fixing water 
spouting. All work entirely in connection with the building trade. 

78. Casement and sash makers making and fixing metal window 
frames in cast iron, wrought iron, steel, copper and gunmetal. — 

79. Art metal, gate and railing, and general smiths and fitters 
engaged in forging and fitting wrought iron gates, railings, grilles, 
brackets and all kinds of wrought iron work used in connection with 
building. 
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80. Toolmakers engaged in the making of tools required in 
range, stove, hot water casement, sash and general fitters’ work. 

81. Decorative glass workers making stained glass windows. 

82. Persons employed in the manufacture of Accessories for Twist 
Lace machines (such as carriages, bobbins, points, guides, &c.), and 
for hosiery machines (such as sinkers, sliders, &c.). 

83. Toolmakers employed in the making and setting of press 
tools for the various processes in the manufacture of steel pens and 
miscellaneous small metal stampings. 

84, Persons employed by Gas Engineers :— 

(a) Fitting and turning parts of engineering steel work 
used in the manufacture of plant and machinery for gas works. 

(6) Construction and erection of plant and machinery apper- 
taining to gas works. 

(c) Labourers and unskilled workmen engaged in any of 
the trades mentioned above. 

(d) Female labour engaged as coremakers in brass and iron 
foundries. 

(e) Gas meter makers and tinplate workers, including those 
engaged in fitting and turning the internal mechanism, 1.¢., 
brass parts used in the manufacture of these meters. 

85. Axle makers described as making forgings for axles under 
hydraulic power or by hammer for use in wagons and carts drawn by 
horses ; turning the arms or ends of same. Drilling hole in end and 
fitting cotter pin or screwing ends and fitting nuts.

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman a g to the a to be interested or any persons 
authorised in that behalf by any such employer or workman or the Board of 
Trade. 

4, Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.
